The Doulobours in the Grank Forks 
district of British Columbia continue 
to give trouble in the schools, demant' 
ing that they shall dictate the sub- 
jects of study and singing their own 
songs In school. Premier Oliver inti- 
mated to these people some time ago 
that if they did not respect the law, 
they would be taken in hand anc' dealt 
with, but they do mot yet seem to 


. have made up thefr minds to obey the 


instructions they have received. 

Premier Mackenzie King, in answer 
to Mr. Meighen, said that it was not 
likely that the reform of the Senate 
would be dealt with this session. 
“ack of time was given as the reason 
of his answer, but lack of inclination 
to tackle a rather Cifficult task is 
more probably the real one. 

General Ryerson is dead. He served 
in the Fenian Raid, in the Riel Re- 
bellion, with the Austrian army in 
Bosnia in 1878, in the Boer war of 
1899-1901 and as an administrator in 
the Great War. His branch of the 
service wails the medical corps. 

Serious ‘bush fires have been burning 
in the Silver Mountain and White-fish 
areas of Ontario, in the Fernie dis- 
trict of B. C. anc! in the Rocky Moun- 
tain House district of Alberta, and 
considerable damage ‘has been done to 
timber amd property. The Fraser 
River has been in high flood forcing 
gome families to abandon their hom- 
es to eacape the water. 

Under the new law in Ontario bear 

of 4.4 alcoholic strength has been put 
on sale to the public, but there does 
mot seem to have been.any very great 
rush to buy it. : 
. Good rains tfell at the enc! of last 
week over most of the Province south 
of Mdmonton and east as far as the 
Saskatchewan border, ant' these will 
help the growing crops immensely. 

The Hon. J. BE. Murray, ‘Solicitor 
Genera] in the Dominion Cabinet, has 
resigned owing to the fact that ‘his 
law firm owed debts to the Home 
Bank which have not been paid. As 
the Government is considering the 
compensation of those who have lost 
by the Bank’s failure, it was thought 
that Mr. Murray would be best advis- 
ec! to resign his seat in the Cabinet. 

The purchase of ithe Union Bank of 
Canada by the Royal Bank has been 
approved by Mr. Robb, acting Minis- 
ter of Finance. This purchase was 
due to losses sustained by the Union 
Bank. This bank has many branches 
in the West. 

The C.P.R. have announced that they 
cannot reduce the fares for immigrant 
passengers on the Atlantic till the 
numbers go up considerably. Passen- 
ger fares ofall classes are ‘base! on 
the third class rates, so that until the 
immigrant rates fall. there is not 
likely to be much fall in the fares of 
the cabin classes. 

The miners of Nova Scotia are still 
on strike after three months. 

Before the Alberta coal commission, 
William Stevenson, manager of the 
Hillcrest mines, said in his evidence 
that certain notorious agitators had 
been blacklisted and refused employ- 
ment in the mines of the Company. 


BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


It was announced by the Australian 
Government thalt Sir John Bairc' is to 
succeed Lord Forster as Governor- 
Gener] of Australia. 

Lord Herbert Plumer, one of the 
most brilliant and successful of the 
British generals in the Great War, is 
to sneceed Sir Herbert Samuel as 
High Commissioner for Palestine. 
Lord Plumer was Governor of Malta 
for a time after the war and introduc. 
ef! the new Maltese constitution. In 
the Boer war he was the reliever of 
Mafeking. 

(Lord French, Earl of Ypres, who 
commanded the British army at the 
outset of the Great War, is dead after 
a very severe operation. He was 73 
years old. 

The Prince of Wales has been te- 
ceifving ® great welcome from the 
mative races in South Africa. In 
speaking to them he warned ‘them 
against paying undue attention to agi- 
tators and pointe! out that only in the 
harmony of white and coloured races 
could safety for South Africa Tie. 

There appears to be some mystery 
foehind 'the resignation of Lord Allenby 
frm the British High Commisionership 
in Egypt, and this is causing some 
talk in political circles in Great Brit- 
ain. 

The British Government is setting 
up a committee to deal with Empire 
problems along the lines of the Com- 
mittee of Imperial Defence, and the 
affairs of the Dominions are to he 
cealt with separately from those of the 
Colonies. There has been some dis- 
cussion of this for a little time pasi. 
as it had been suggested that the 
“Colonial” Office was not the suitable 
term to apply to the Department deal- 
ing with the self-governing Dominions 
overseas. 

(Mir. Ramsay Macdonald, late Prime 
Minister of Britain, is expected to visit 
Canada in October next. Mr. Mac: 
donalr is recognizet'as the most wide- 
ly travelled man to hold the office of 
Prime Minister of Great Britain. 


FOREIGN 

Germany is bringing in a new pro- 
tective tarffic affecting both food stuffg 
and manufactured articles. This tariff 
is expected to damage British industry 
to some extent, though it is suggestec' 
that it is being introduced by Germany 
possibly as a means of bargaining Yor 
favorable commercial treaties with

The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. G. MbkComas, M.-A., who, after a 
faw words of cord{al welcome to the 
organizations represented, preached 
from the words of 1 Cor. IIL, 11.: 
“Other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” In developing his theme the 
preacher urged that we should’ base 
both our personal lives and our na- 
tional and imperial life upon the faith 
of Jesus Christ and a practice in ac- 
cordance with that faith.

close her home market to the outside 
world, there may be some difficulty 
about her paying her obligations under 
the Dawes agreement. 

The small states in the League of 
Nations have successfully protested 
against the proposed agreement with 
respect to the prohibition of trade in 
munitions of war on the ground’ that if 
this international trade is put a stop 
to, the small nations which have not 
got elaborate manufacturing plant for 
munitions would be at the mercy of 
the large states which have such plant. 

Two aeroplanes have started on the 
attempt to fly to the North Pole. Bach 
plane carried three men, Amundsen 
being in command of one and Hils- 
worth of the other. The start was 
made in lfine weather from the island 
of Spitzbergen. The «<istance from 
that spot to the Pole is about 700 mil- 


es. ; 

Up till the time of going to press no 
word of the airmen had been received 
and anxiety for their safety will soon 
begin ito be felt unless such word com- 
es quickly. 

A severe earthquake has occurred in 
the south of Japan with some loss of 
life. Ever since the great eanthquake 
of two years ago Japan has been hav- 
ing quakes at intervals, showing a 
disturbed geological condition in that 
part of the world. 

The Belgian. Government has re- 
signed owing to a parliamentary de- 
fear. 

fn Hungary permission has been 
pranted to. the ex-Empress Zita to re- 
turn with ther eldest son, the Crown 
Prince, to Hungary. In anticipation of 
their cqming, Admiral Horthy, who 
has occupied the rather strange povsi- 
tion of “Regent” for nobody in par- 
ticular ever since the late Emperor 
Karl was driven from the throne in 
1918, ‘has been appointed regent or 
“first peer” of Hungary for life. If 
the analogy of Napoleon is fol'!owed, 
this is the first step t his becoming 
king himself. 

The war in Morocco continues, 
and the French, though meeting with 
some stiff opposition, are gaining the 
upper hand and driving the Riffs back. 
Abd-el-Krim, the Moorish leader, ‘has 
attemptet' to raise men against the 
French ‘by the cry of a hholy war, but 
it has had little success and the 
French are steadily bringing up rein- 
forecments to the threatened area. It 
is reported that negotiations are in 
progress between the French and 
Spanish governments for co-operation 
against the Moors, which may amount 
merely to the French following the 
Riffs into the Spanish zone and com- 
pletely subiuing them there. In 
France the Communists are trying to 
create a popular agaitation against 
the war, but it is not likely to be a 
successful attempt,

FARMING NOTES 


A short course on bacon hogs, for 
the benefit of the hog breeders of the 
central part of the province, will be 
hela at the following places: 

Didsbury, June 8 and 9; Red Deer, 
June 10 and 11; Wetaskiwin, June 12 
and 13; Camrose, June 15 and 16; 
Stettler, June 17 and 18; and Mirror, 
June 19 and 20. 

The courses will ‘be held uncer the 
auspices of the Dominion livestock 
branch, the Alberta department of 
agriculture, and the faculty of agricul- 
ture of the University of Alberta. 

During the first day, commencing at 
1.30 p.m., at each place, there wiil be 
discussions on the feeding and man- 
agement of hogs, and discussion and 
cemonstration on the market type of 
hogs. During the morning of the seec- 
ond day, commencing at 9 o'clock, 
there will be a discussion and demon- 
stration on the type of breeding 


hogs. During the afternoon of the 
second day there will be inspection 
and discussion on ‘bacon carcasses. 


The market type hogs uset' at the 
demonstrations on the first day will 
be slaughtered and brought in for 
demonstration as carcasses the secon 
day, under the direction of an expert 
providec' by the dominion livestock 
branch. Farmers interested in the 
breeding of bacon type of hogs ar2 
urged to attend these short courses. 
It is confidently hoped that much can 
be accomplished at these short cours- 
es to put the swine industry on a 
more satisfactory and permanent bas- 
is. 
THE NORTHWARD TREND 

OF AGRICULTURE 


An interesting commentary on ‘the 
agricultural possibilities of the Cana- 
«ian Northland is furnished by the 
report of the experimental sub-station 
at Fort Vermilion, Alberta, for 1923. 
Fort Vermilion is farther north than 
any part of Ontario and at times the 
thermometer falls to more than 60 de- 
grees below zero. The meam temper- 
ature during the crop season ranges 
from 6 to 10 degrees lower than dur- 
ing the same months at Ottawa. 

Wheat seeding began at the sub-sta- 
tion farm on May 7, and nine varieties 
were sown on test plots. At harvest 
they yieldec' at the rate of from 37 to 
59 pushels per acre. 

The results of the experiments with 
potatoes were even more remarkable. 
it has been found that in the northern 
regions early, Ceep planting produces 
the best results. The seed was plant- 
ed from May 8 to 10 and one variety 
yielde¢' as high as 419 bushels. per 
acre. Irish Cobbler, a well known. vaci- 
ety, produced 339 buhels per acre. 

‘One variety of garden corn produc- 
ed a fair percentage of fully matured 
though rather small cobs. Garden 
beans were quite successful, anc!’ a 
large number of other common vege- 
tables produced execllent crops in a 
very short time. In fact, the short- 
ness of time between the dates of 
seeding vegetables and the dates 
when ‘they are fit for use is a striking 
feature of growth in the north country. 
This rapid growth is made possible by 
long hours of warm sunshine. 

Fine yielc's of sunflowers for silage 
were obtained, while the growing per- 
iod was favourable for hay and a 
heavy crop harvested. 

All these results were obtained un- 
der more favourable conditions and 
by better cultivation than is generally 
founc’ on farms, yet they show that 
there is a great field for the north- 
ward extension of agriculture.

C.P.R. ENGINES BETWEEN RED 
DEER AND EDMONTON 


By the courtesy of the C. P. R. 
authorities, it has: been mat'e possible 
to obtain first hand experience of the. 
working of the passenger locomotives 
between Red Der and Edmonton. The 
particulars here given are based on 
two runs made on the engines last 
week. : 

Engine No. 2549 took the 11.45 a.m. 
northbound, This engine belongs to 
the type which for some time now has 
been hauling most of the passenger 


{trains between’ Calgary and Edmon- 


ton. It might be describec' as the 
standard passenger engine of the C. P. 
R., leaving out of account those en- 
gines of abnormal size and power 
needed for the mountain sections anc! 
older engines used on other than the 
main lines. It belongs to the D.2 
class, has a 4-6-2 or “Pacific” wheel 
arrangement, which means a four- 
wheeled bogey truck in front, then six 
couplec' driving wheels approximately 
six feet in diameter and a single trail- 
ing wheel. It is a handsome type of 
engine, combining power and capacity 
for speed. The load was eight coach- 
es, about the usual load on the Calgary 
to Edmonton passenger trains. It may 
not be generally known how the sig- 
nalto start from a station is conveyed 
by the conductor of a train to the en- 
gineer. To the ordinary passenger the 
train seems to start without any 
noticeable signal. Actually the signal 
is conveyed by means of what is 
known as the air signal line, which is 
an air-operated means of communica. 
tion between the conductor and the 
engineer running the whole length of 
the train. When the conductor pulls 
this cord, it sounds a small whistle in 
the corner of the engine cab where the 
engineer’s seat {s placed. Two blasts 
on the whistle when the train is 
standing is the signal to start. There 
is a regular code of communication by 
means of this whistle, whether the 
train is in motion or stan¢cing, and the 
engineer can acknowledge the receipt 
of them by answering blasts on the 
regular engine whistle. Passengers 
in the train hear this air signal line 
operate as a sharp hiss, and can, if 
they listen for it, hear the acknow- 
ledgment by the engine whistle’s deep 
boom. 

As everyone knows, the line rises 
by a very heavy gradient out of Red 
Deer in either direction, and this puts 
quite a strain on engines with heavy 
loads, but this type of passenger en- 
gine takes the grade in fine style, es- 
pecially in Gry weather. | Wet or dry 
weather makes a great difference to 
the runu.ng of an engine. If the rails 
are wet, and particularly if they are 
only slightly wet or “greasy,” the 
wheels tend to slip and spin furiously 
round without making corresponding 
progress. This is most noticeable 
when a train is starting from a sta- 
tion, and accounts for the sudden vol- 
ley of short sharp puffs which can 
sometimes be heard before the engin- 
eer can rettuce the supply of steam 
and ease the engine up. It is to meet 
this slipping that locomotives carry 
a supply of dry sand contained in 
the case of Canadian and American 
engines in one of the “domes” on the 
top of the boiler. From this dome it 
is carried by pipes to just in front of 
the driving wheels an¢' directly over 
the rails, and when it is necessary to 
stop the engine slipping on greasy 
rails, the engineer by means of an 
air blast, operated from his cah, blows 
sand onto the rails, which helps to 
give the driving wheels a grip. In 
British engines ‘this sand box is usual: 
ly carried not in the boiler but attach- 
ed to the frames of the engine either 
above or below the footplate which 
runs along either side of the engine. 

The modern engine isa much more 
easily workeé! machine than the old 
one. The door of the furnace or “fire. 
box.” as it is called, on these engines 
is a double one, the two halves” of 
which slide apart in opposite direc- 
tions when the fireman has to feed the 
roaring fire. This is a great im prove: 
ment on the old type of swinging door, 
and tn the latest emgines a yet further 
improvement has been made in the 
i eee Eee eee

There is a great difference between 
the cab of a Canadian ant! a British 
engine. On the British engine the cab 
{s built into the end of the firebox. The 
cab on a Canadian engine is partially 
built round the fire box, which projects 
well out into the cab. This makes the 
Canadian engine’s cab a much hotter 
place than that of a British engine. 
Inthe hot weather of last week, even 
with all available doors and ventilat- 
ors open, and the speed of the train 
creating a strong draught, it was Cis- 
tinctly hot in the cab. 

Once up the hill out of Red Deer, 
No. 2549 gathered speed easily. These 
engines, as has been said, are capable 
of high speed if necessary. On the 
Calgary-Edmonton line they are not 
called upon to do any tremendously 
fast running, but they travel smartly 
enough all the same. Some timing 
cone on this occasion gave as the 
astest bits of running 2 miles in 2 min- 
utes 10 seconds, or 58 miles per hour, 
and 1 mile in 1 minute 10 seconds or 
51 miles per hour. This was done on 
straight stretches of track without 
any pressing of the engine in either 
case and without in any degree ex- 
ceeding the limits of speed set out by 
the timetable. It is a notable and 
highly creditable feature of this ‘Cal- 
gary to Ec‘monton service what accur- 
ate time is kept, the trains arriving 
day after day exactly on time at the 
various stations. It points to skilful 
and careful driving of the engines 
and to the engines themselves pos- 
sessing ample reserves of power in 
case of emergencies. There is no 
question of “thrashing” these engines 
in order to keep time with them. 

In this country of many level cross- 
ings, it is necessary for the engineer 
to keep constantly on the look-out for 
them and to sound his whistle and ring 
his bell as he approaches them, It 
was noticeable how punctiliously this 
was done on every occasion on these 
runs. In one instance, however, warn- 
ings with bell anc' whistle proved use- 
less. A dog was seen trotting along 
the track ahead. Whistle and bell 
were sounded and the dog lookel 
calmly back over his shoulder at the 
train and went steadily on this way. 
Then the speeding engine overtook 
him and the next moment a surprised 
and highly indignant dog was thrown 
by the cow-catcher right clear of the 
track, an’ went limping and yelping 
off without apparently any serious in- 
jury. A more formidable obstacle oc- 
currec' on the return journey, when a 
regular herd of horses were seen on 
the track and decided to cross it just 
as the train was getting near them. 
Engineer Soames had his train in hand 
in a2 moment and checked its speed to 
allow the thorses to get clear, which 
they all Gid without any harm. 

At Ponoka, the iron steed got a 
drink; in other words, the tender was 
re-filled with water. This is done 
twice on the journey between Calgary 
and Edmonton, Innisfail and Ponoka 
being the usual watering places. The 
watering operation occupies only 
ahout a minute or a minute and a half, 
Tnese engines carry 5,000 gallons of 
water in their tenders, so that they 
convert into steam not much less than 
15,000 gallons of water between Cal- 
gary anc’ Edmonton, and of coal they 
burn on an average about 7 tons on 
this distance of 190 miles. 

Naturally, the foot-plate of an en- 
gine is not entirely free from coal 
dust and oil, but the fireman does his 
hast to keep down the dust by spray- 
ing water over the footplate and the 
veal with a hose. 

All these trains run according to 
written orders from the train des. 
patchers, and in every case the rule 
is that both engineer anc’ fireman 
must read the orders, so that both 


.|may be in a position to see to their 


due carrying out. Safety is the key 
note of the various rules. Thus when- 
ever the composition of a train has 
been in any way altered as by the 
taking off of a coach at any point, it 
is the enginec.‘s duty on restarting to 
apply his brakes for a moment in or- 
der to make certain that they are in 
due working order over the whole 
train. 

The engine is an excellent place 
from which to get a gooc' view of the 
country. If one is accustomed only to 
looking out from the side windows of 
the coaches or the rear platform of 
an observation coach, it is a novelty 
to look forward from the engine and 
see the track stretching away in front 
and being swiftly devoured by the 
racing engine. 

In this connection it might ‘be men- 
tioned that the view from the engine 
when slowly crossing the great high 
level bric’'ge at Edmonton is an excep- 
tionally ifine one. 


‘Conversation is not carried on with 
| the utmost ease on an engine. There 
{is too much hissing of steam, beat of 
exhaust and thunder of the rushing 
mass of active machinery. It is 
noticeable, ‘however, that the engin- 
eers and firemen familiar with the 
sounds heard on an engine can talk to 
one another without difficulty when a 
stranger unused to these sounds can- 
not make out what is said. This is a 
phenomenon familiar enough in other 
spheres. Persons who work in factor- 
fes full of the roar of machinery ac- 
quire the same capacity for hearing 
one another in spite of the noise. It 
is a case of getting “tunec' in” proper- 
ly. 

On the return journey from Edmon 
ton by the 12 (noon) train the engine 
was No. 2591, of the same type, with 
Tngineer H. Soames and Fireman &E. 
Bigland in charge. This train has a 
slightly faster schedule than the for 
mer one, bul not so much so as to 
make the running noticeably different. | 
The conditions, however, differed | 
slightly in that rain was encountered 
on the way south, and the effect was 
shown once or twice by slight indica- 
tions of slipping on the part of the en. 
gine at starting, promptly correctcd 
by the engineer with sand.

‘anc' moreover the British perfection is 


the result of long years of continuing 
improvement which will no doubt in 
due time produce like results in Cana- 
da. It follows that the “riding” of a 
Canadian engine is slightly rougher 
than that of its British equivalent. 
The writer has travelled on one of the 
magnificent Dunalistair Caledonian 
engines when taking the night express 
down Beattock bank at well over 60 
miles an hour and the running was 
wonderfully smooth. Except in the 
case of a few types of engines in 
Great Britain the engine crews have 
better shelter and more comfortable 
seats on the Canadian engines than 
on the British. It would be hardly 
possible to stand the cold of a Cana- 
dian Winter in the cab of most British 
engines. 

The general impression left by 
these runs is that the fascination of 
locomotives is not dispelled by close 
acquaintance and that these “Pacific” 
engines working the C.P.R. passenger 
trains are exceecingly fine machines

Shortly before that hour the 
whole fleet of French and British bat- 
tleships began an intense bombard- 
ment of the Turkish position, while 
picket-boats and lighters crept shore- 
wards. with crowé'ed loads of men 
heavily laden with packs, rifles, pro- 
visions and entrenching tools; in fact 
everything which promised towards 
the preservation of life in the country 
of the enemy. 

: Tho Landing at Cape Helles 

The £3tn Division, consisting of 
British regulars who had ‘been called 
to (Mucros from garrison duty in the 
far-flung corners of the Empire, were 
the main attacking force at Helles, 
and their leading battalions had ap. 
proached within a quarter of a mile of 
the beaches before the Turks gave the 
slightest indication of their presence. 
Then, suddenly, every rifle and mach. 
inegun on the cliffs above began a 
murderous fire upon the boats. There 
was no question of their missing. They 
had their target right in front anc! on 
both flanks at ranges between two and 
three hundred yards in broad daylight, 
boats hunched together and crammed 
full with helpless men. Those who 
were not killed in the boats at the 
first Gischarge jumped overboard to 
wade or swim ashore; many of these 
were killed in the water, or carried 
away by the ourrent, or drowned by 
the weight of their equipment, or en- 
tangled in the submerged barbed 
wire and riddlec' with bullets as they 
struggled to free themselves. A few 
reached the shore, scooped out a lit- 
tle hhead-cover and then. began: rapic! 
fire with their Lee-Enfields in order 
to support their comrades following 
behind. 

Under the most intense and con- 
centrated volume of rifle and machine 
gun fire that men had ever been calle! 
upon to face the gallant 29th continued 
their struggle for a hold on the shore 
all the forenoon. In the afternon the 
one-sided combat continued, varied 
only by an increasing bombardment 
from several thousand Turks under 
the cover of stone buildings in a vill- 
age on the cliff-top, while the nerve 
strain was augmentec! by thirst and 
the scorching sun. As the welcome 
darkness came on others joined the 
survivors on the beach and the few 
officers deft alive rallied their men 
for a forward rush. But before this 
could be attemptec! a great force of 
Turks attacked in the darkness, rush- 
ing right down to the water’s edge 
where much ferrible ant! confused 
‘fighting ensued. All through the 
night the desperate battle went on and 
with the {first streaks of dawn the few 
members of the leading party who 
had in some miraculous manner es- 
caped death or wounc's fought their 
way to the temporary shelter of a bank 
of sand which protected them from 
the fire from above. A hurried con- 
sultation wagheld by those in charge 
who decided that to retreat was not 
only unthinkable but impossible, and 
that to remain where they were meant 
inevitable destruction. ‘So, with every 
gun in the fleet again bombarding the 
enemy position they went forward from 
bush to bush and from boulder to boul- 
der. Though many of them had beer 
fighting continuously for twenty-four 
hours, though none of them had had 
a@ moment’s respite from the terrible 
hail of bullets anc! shrapnel, though 
not one of them had had a drink of 
water other than that which he car- 
ried from the ship, and though all of 
them had landet! over the corpses of 
their comrades, they drove the Turks 
from their front trenches at the point 
of the bayonet, and made gvod the 
lancing place for following battalions 
whose presence was so desperately 
needed on shore.

fell the burning bush 1. the sky with 
a lurid glare But there was no rest 
or lull; men fired and dug in until 
they fell asleep from sheer exhaus- 
tion; more Turks charged and thay 
woke and fired and again cug. It was 
cruelly cold after the sun had gone, 
but there was no chance of warmth or 
food; to dig-in, to beat back the Turk, 
or to die was all that men could think 
of. In the darkness they scramble¢! up 
the pathless cliffs with tins of water 
or boxes of cartridges, and carried 
back the. wounded and dying to the 
beaches, which were crowded with 
Cauntless heroes who with their last 
breath cheered on the newcomers who 
were still landing or yelled ¢eflance at 
the shrieking of the great Turkish 
shells which had broken their bodies 
but could not subdue their spirit. 

All through the night the infuriated 
enemy attacked, but never a yarc' 
could he recover from those weary 
ones in the scrub, exhausted as they 
were with twenty-four hours of in- 
cessant fighting and facing every few 
hours fresh relays of Turks whose re- 
inforcements kept pouring in. With 
steadily increasing intensity the bat- 
tle developed all next morning, until 
shortly before noon the attack reach- 
edits height. As they dashed forwarc' 
in massed formation with fanatical 
cries of fury and hate, the guns of our 
warships suddenly opened out and 
swept them from flank to flank until 
they fell in hundrec's. Our men saw 
the enemy slacken and halt, and then 
with a cheer they charged him and 
beat him home, seized new ground 
from him and dug themselves in in 
front of him. All through the day 
there was desultory fighting up and 
down the line, but no further great 
concerted attack by the enemy. The 
Turk had suffered more than he could 
stand, and by nightfall of the second 
day the Australians and New Zealant: 
ers had won and fortified their posi- 
tion. 


A Footing Gained 


The early fighting which jasted from 
dawn on the 25th Aprit till noon on 
the third day following won us a 
footing, not more than that, on the 
Peninsula; it settled the German brag 
that we should never be able to land. 
We had landed upon, had taken and 
were holding the whole of the south- 
western strip of coast, in the face of 
an army more than three times our 
strength, strongly entrenchec and well 
supplied. We had lost heavily in the 
attack, and our men were weary from 
the exceedingly arduous duties of the 
landing. But now we must press on 
before the Turks coult! recover. And 
why dic we not “press on” immediate- 
ly. We did not because it was not 
humanly possible; because in modern 
war three men armed with machine 
guns, and strony entrenched in 
country familiar to them, will always 
stop one weary man with a rifle ad- 
vancing in the open over unknown 
country. Our men had done the unim- 
aginable in getting ashore at all; they 
could’ not do the impossible at the 
same time. Those engaged in the 
first landing were clambering and 
fighting in great heat without proper 
food, and in many aases without wat- 
er, for 24 or 36 hours, varying the 
fighting with hurried but deep digging 
{n marl or clay, getting no sleep nor a 
moment’s respite from the peril of 
death; then going down to the beach 
to make piers, quarry roa¢'s, or dig 
shelters, to wade out and carry or 
drag on shore food, drinks, ammuni- 
tion and guns; and to do this without 
appliances, only the strength of their 
arms. Then when they had almost 
reached the limit of human en¢urance 
to carry water, food and ammunition 
to the trenches, not in carts but on

The people were very glad to see 
the rain, although it involved the post- 
ponement of the baseball game  be- 
tween the Mountain House and Eck- 
ville on Thursday evening. Even the 
baseballens themselves did not object. 


On Sunday afternoon a debate of 
something more than local interest 
took place in the Socialist Hall. The 
subject was a motion “That the far- 
mers should join the Communist Par- 
ty.” The affirmative was taken by 
Messrs. J. Glambeck, H. Kingsepp anc' 
Gust Maki, while the negative was 


taken ‘by George Christie, L. M. Col-: 


pitts and H. G. Scott. Bach side was 
allowed 55 minutes to speak, with 5 
minutes additional for rebuttal. Gust 


Maki began and argued that the 
capitalistic system had outlived iis 
usefulness and that communism was 
best fittec' to replace it and ‘was not, 
as sometimes suggested, characterized 
by tthe use of knives and bombs. Henry 
Kingsepp argued that farmers even in 
possession of quarter or half sections 
of land could make little profit from 
such land, and even though well fed 
and clothec' were relatively speaking 
in very poor circumstances. He also 
argued that it was unfair that large 
corporations like the C.P.R. and the 
Hudson’s Bay Company should be in 
possession for spceulative purposes of 
large tracts of land which they held 
for sale at prices which could not be 
paid and give the purchaser a chance 
of making a profit on his investment. 
J. Glambeck gave a large number of 
statistics showing the heavily burc'en- 
ed condition of the farmers in the 
West, who were in danger of losing 
their land under the pressure of 
mortgages and debts and could not 
work themselves clear. He suggested 
that unwer communism these debts 
would be cancelled and the means of 
production and supply in the hands of 
the community. He expressed his ap 
proval of the wheat pool and such en- 
terprises but contended that they cid 
not go far enough. If the enemies of 
communism when it was set up, at- 
tempted to destroy it, thé communist 
govermment which would then be in 
possession of the courts and the mil- 
itia would know haw to deal with such 
attempts. 

for the negative George Christie 
began by explaining to the audience 
the principles of Karl Marx, the foun- 
der of communism. Tn this he ciffer- 
ed from the supporters of the motion. 
who made little or no attempt to ex 
plain just what they meant by com- 
munism. Mr. Christie’s remarks were 
merely preparatory to the other 
speakers, and he did not have time ‘to 
develop his argument fully, which, 
indeed, was the case with Gust Maki 
also. 

L. M. Colpitts admittec’ that the 
present economic system thad failed to 
prevent the existence of some un- 
doubted evils, but flatly denied that 
communism ‘was a remedy for such. 
He oppased communism for its teach- 
ing of class war and recommented in- 
stead class co-operation along the 
lines of the U.F.A. movement. He 
also objected to the communist doc- 
trine of dictatorship of the proletariat. 
both because it would exclude from 
the government a large proportion of 
the population of Canada anc’ also be- 
cause the proletariat was perhaps the 


ota efficient section of the commun- 
q y. 

H, G. Scott based ‘his opposition to 
communism on the fact that it meant 
either anarchy or a rigit’ discipline 
accompanied by the constant dictation 
of a multitude of salaried officials. 
He further pointed out that the theory 
of communism was so opposed to the 
inherent tendencies of human nature 
that in \practice dt must make for a 
lowered standard of procuction and 
efficiency, and that its introduction 
would inevitably mean civil war, and 
finally that its practical application 


had always been a failure, especilly 


in the most recent case of Russia. A 
few minutes ‘were taken by the speak- 
ers in rebuttal, and then a vote was 
taken on the motion which was car- 
ried by 70 to 18. 

A satisfactory feature of the meet- 
ing was the entirely quiet anc’ court- 
eous hearing given to all the speakers, 
and the general good feeling that pre- 
yailed on all sides.
